There are certainly some words in 
the record that are evidently Egyptian.

There are two other points to which 
we will allude that are strong, internal 
evidence of the genuineness of the 
Book of Abraham: One is, that in 
its historical portion no reference is 
made, however slight, to events that 
occurred after its assumed. date .of 
composition. Had Joseph Smith been 
its author, the probabilities are strong- 
ly in favor of circumstances being 
mentioned therein that did not take 
place until after the time that the book 
claims to have been written. Had 
Joseph been a man well versed. in 
the history of the world in Abraham's 
day, the probabilities would not have 
been so great, but ignorant as he was, 
so far as book-learning is concerned, 
of ancient history, this simple circum- 
stance alone is strong evidence in 
favor of its authenticity. 

The other point to which we wish 
to draw attention, is the lack of chro- 
nological sequence in the historical 


| portions of the book, a trait mani- 


feasted in the writings of many of the 
patriarch’s descendants, and which we 
believe to have been general with the 
writers living in the early ages of the 
world. Chronologieal accuracy in 
the writers of personal or historical 
narratives, appears to have been the 
outyrowth of a later age. 
The concluding portions of the Book 
of Abraham are mainly historical, and

THE COMIN G OF THE MESSIAH. 
— 

Ix is ‘evident that one ‘of the most stupendous occurrences, to the 
history of this planet, is approaching, We refer to the coming of our Lord 
and Savior, Jesus Christ, the Redeemer of the world. The indications, signi- 
fying the nearness of an event of ao great moment to this creation are not only | 
drawing the attention of the Latter-day Saints, who claim to be engaged i in a 
special work, preparatory to the grand eccasion, bit are causing a general 
agitation among the various bodies of sectarian professing Christians. Not 
only are the wars, ramors of war, plagues, famines, pestilences, storms, floods 
and national perplexities, that prevail so extensively and are increasing so 
rapidly, among the prognosticatory signs of His coming, but this same dis- 
turbance upon the surface of thé waters of sectarianism can be rightfully placed 
in that category. Those professing Christians have an undefined idea that the 
times are ominoas, and of the approach of some new conditions. Impressed — 
with certain vague conceptions on the subject, the representative clergymen of 
various denominations have, doring the last few years, been holding what 
they are pleased to term Second Advent Conferences.” The saat, of these 
peculiar assemblages was held in London on the 4th of March. ed 

The presumable purpose of the holding of those conventions: ty be an inter- 
change of views, to obtain more light upon a subject regarding which they are 
completely lost. However, the only process to which they have. recourse, in 
the absence of direct revelation, which they deny, is a forbidden one private 
interpretation” of Scripture. ‘‘ No prophecy of the Scripture is of any private 
interpretatiou; for the prophecy came not, in old time, by the will of man; 
but holy men of old spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost,” (2 Peter 
i, 20.) The olergymen who partioipate in those gatherings come. together, 
air their rhetoric, ventilate their opinions, which are of varied shades and 
buen, come to no definite conclusions, and depart for home apparently not 
any wiser, though they may be sadder men than before. The views expressed 
by the speakers present such an odd mixture, as to render it impracticable to 
give a clear idea of them i in a brief compass, and we will therefore not make 
the attempt. In fact, we deem it more profitable to enunciate correct views 
than to tear into shreds the fallacious opinions of others. 
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Those who love the appearing of our Lord will be continually! looking for 
him, until he comes. . There ate certain occurrences: that: will precede his’ 
grand advent, when he shall descend in the clouds of heaven, accompanied by. 
momentous event until the preparatory circumatances have transpited. But: 
we should be constantly looking for ‘precedent events indicating the approach 
of his appearing. In a revelation given through Joseph the Seer, at Kirtland,’ 
March, 1831, to Sidney Rigdon, Parley P. Pratt and Lemon Copley (Book of 
Dédtrine and Covenants, Am. Ed., page 180), the Lord advised those brethren: 
to look for the signs of his coming—‘‘for the heavens to be shaken and the 
earth to reel to and fro like a drunken man.” ‘The same revelation also says, 
‘‘ Before the great day of the Lord shall come, Jacob shall flourish in the 
wilderness, and the Lamanites ‘(American Indians) ‘shall blossom as the rose. 
Zion shall flourish upon the hills and rejoice upon the mountains, and shall 
be assembled together unto the place which I have appointed. A portion of 
this preparatory process is in fulfillment, some of the Lamanites having com- 
menoed to lay aside their idle habits, cultivate the soil and blossom and bring 
forth fruit. The people called Zion are flourishing upon the hills and 
rejoicing upon the mountains. They are preparing for the command of the 
Lord, when the set time shall come, to assemble together unto the place which 
he has appointed, in Jackson County, Missouri, the Centre Stake of Zion, 
that, as described in the words of Jesus, (Book of Mormon, page 479,) they 
may assist the temnant of the ancient people of God (the aborigines of 
America), that they may be gathered in,” unto the place of the New Jerusa- 
lem, that the power of heaven” and Jesus Christ may be in the midst.” 
The perplexities and disasters that were to be characteristic of the latter 
days commenced with the breaking out of the American civil war of the 
Rebellion, between the Southern and Northern States, in 1861. It was the 
opening of the great drama of afflictions 1 receding the coming of the Lord to 
-assume the rule and government of the earth. This was predicted by the 
Prophet Joseph Smith December 25, 1832, ‘nearly 29 years before it broke ont. 
»Oootrine and Covenants, Am. Ed., page 278.) Again, in April 2, 1843, che 
prophet said: prophesy in the name of the Lord God, that the’ commence- 
ment of the difficulties which will cause much bloodshed previous to the 
coming of the Son of Man will be i in South Carolina.“ 
The Prophet J oseph Smith was anxious to learn the time of the coming of 
Christ, but this was a point upon which the Lord was ‘apparently unwilling to 
give him definite information. He said: I was once praying very earnestly 
to know the time of the coming of the Son of Man, when I heard a voice repeat 
‘the following: Joseph, my son, if thou livest undi thou art eighty-five years 
- old, thou shalt see the face of the Son df Man, therefore let this suffice, and 
trouble me no more on this matter.. The prophet said : 1 was left thus, 
without being able to decide whether this coming referred to the beginning of 
the Millennium or some previous appearing, or whether I should’ die and thus 
-see his face. I believe the coming of the Son of Man will not be any svoner 
than that time.“ As Josepb Smith was born on the 23rd of December, 1805, 
the time indicated as the period when he should, if living, see the face of the 
Son of Man, would be in 1890, or on the verge of 1891. But as the prophet

said this might, so far aa he 3 relate to a previous coming, which 
he appeared to oonsider as not inoonsistent.

At Kirtland, Ohio, on March 14th, 1835, the Prophet Joseph Smith called: a: 
mesting of the members of Zion’s Camps When they: were assembled he 
informed them that God had commanded that they should couveng, and the, 
following passage occurs in the record of the. proceedings, purporting to be, 
the substance of his worde: Those who went to Zion with a determination 
to lay down their lives if necessary ; it was the will of God .that) they should: 
be ordained to the ministry, and go forth to prune the: vineyard for the last, 
time, or the coming of the Lord, which was nigh—eyen er years showid, 
wind up the sj. This would take us to the.year 1891. 

So ſar as the actual great advent of the Son of Man ition. 3 
bin be fixed, as the time, so far as we know, has not been revealed, but we 
have cited matters of history, and although the Prophet Joseph was not, on 
the occasion referred to above, definitely informed of the time of the stupendous 
occurrence, he seemed firm in the belief that it would not. take sigh before. 
then. 
The Lord has. said he eel 1 aut his work duets, in „ 
many events have to transpire, in their order, before the vail of the heaveng 
shall be barst asunder and the Son of Man be revealed to the gaze of the 
inhabitants of the earth. Among those preparatory movements are the gather- 
ing of the Jews and rebuilding of Jerusalem. The Lord will, in that oity, 
raise up two prophets or ‘‘ witnesses,” who shall wield a mighty influence, 
having ‘‘ power to sbut heaven, that it rain not in the days of their prophecy ; 
and have power over waters to turn them into blood ; and to smite the earth 
with all plagues, as often as they will.” The time a their prophecy will be 
% thousand, two hundred and three score days.” During this period no 
power will be able to injure them, but subsequently, when they shall have 
finished their testimony, the gentiles will kill them, and their bodies shall lie 
unburied upon the streets three days. The murder of these two prophets wil. 
be a matter of congratulation among the wicked nations, and they will “rejoice. 
over it. It appéars also that the nations at that time will be assembled against 
Jerusalem. After the expiration of three days and a half, the spirits of these ; 
two witnesses will re-enter their bodies, they will stand upon their feet, and, 
in sight of their fear-stricken enemies, ascend in the air, in obedience to ‘the 
summons of a heavenly voice. These matters are plainly set, forth in the 
eleventh chapter of Revelations. In reference to these two witnesses,” 
Joseph Smith said : They are two prophets that are to be raised up to the . 
Jewish nation in the last days, at the time of the restoration, and to_prophesy, 
to the Jews, after they are gathered, and build the city of Jerusalem, in the - 
land of their fathers.” These things have to transpire. merge the great day i 
of the Lord,” when he shall be unveiled before all people.
